The girl succumbed to wounds on 
her head which were inflicted by 
Pirutka wit h an electric Hat iron, 
according to jwilice. That part of 
the domestic tragedy occurred in the 
little west side home where Pirutka, 
his wife, Anna, and the girl re­ 
sided. Within an hour after he was 
seen leaving the home, lie startled 
motorists and pedestrian's by leap­ 
ing from the bridge, 90 feet into 
the water. 
Police were unable to determine 
what motive aided Pirutka’» action 
in slaying the girl and committing 
suicide. The girl died without re­ 
gaining consciousness to tell police 
what prompted the attack. 
The girl’: body was found in the 
kitchen at the home by Mrs Pirutka. 
A flatiron, covered with blood, was 
lying on a table nearby where the 
girl had been ironing, police said. 
With the aid of a neighbor, she 
took the girl to a hospital and while 
there was called to county morgue 
to identify her husband’s body.
